Are You Walking the Walk? 


Then spake Jesus again unto them, saying, I am the 
light of the world: he that followeth me shall not walk 
in darkness, but shall have the light of life. 

John 8:12 (KJV) Q 

There is therefore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Christ Jesus, who walk not after the 
flesh, but after the Spirit. 

Romans 8:1 (KJV) □ 

Friends, are you walking in the light? Are you walking in the 
flesh or in the Spirit? Perhaps fifty percent of my articles end up 
in some way condemning the heretical doctrine of eternal 
security AKA 'Once Saved, Always Saved'. I don't plan it that 
way, it is just that no matter what point I am making from 
scripture the 'sidebar' story is if you disobey God you risk 
Hellfire. 

Think for a moment of every doctrine, parable and 
commandment in God's Word. Are they suggestions? Are they open to being freely interpreted as we see fit? 
Think of every word of warning to the Christian. Walking in the light requires walking in obedience to God's 
Word.

Acts 5:3-5 (KJV) □ 

As indicated by their actions Ananias and Sapphira believed they were above the reproach of God for their sins. 
That didn't work out so well for them. Do you actually believe that after they were struck dead by God for lying 
to the Holy Spirit they went skipping into Heaven? If so I have a bridge to sell you. 

What Does Walking with Christ Mean? 

And thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy mind, and with all thy strength: this is the first commandment. 

Mark 12:30 (KJV) □ 

Do you love God will all your heart, soul, mind and strength? Is He number one in your life? If not you are not 
worthy to be His servant. Don't believe it? 

If any man come to me, and hate not his father, and mother, and wife, and children, and 
brethren, and sisters, yea, and his own life also, he cannot be my disciple. 

Luke 14:26 (KJV) O 

Are we really supposed to hate everyone else but our God? Yes we are. The word 'hate' as used in this context 
(Strong's G3404) means to love them less. To give God anything less than all we have is to rob Him of what 




rightfully belongs to Him as our Master. 


When we read this scripture without the aid of some theologian or scribe from a Freemason infiltrated seminary 
to spin it for us, what becomes clear as crystal is that Christians have been sold a discount salvation, a cheap 
reproduction.

'endure to the end' (Matthew 10:22 KJV )), 'fight the good fight' (1 Timothy 6:12 KJV ) and to finish the 
race (1 Corinthians 9:24-27 KJV O).

1 Corinthians 3:6 (KJV)

Matthew 7:16 (KJV) □

Many will say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name? and in 
thy name have cast out devils? and in thy name done many wonderful works?

Matthew 7:22-23 (KJV) □ 

Christ made it clear to us that not everyone who thinks they are 'saved' really are. That is a fact. It isn't works 
that save us, but having a personal relationship with Jesus Christ. It is the Holy Spirit who allows us to 
communicate with God; if He is not operational in our lives we are not saved.
